Farm Labor 


Between Forty and Fifty Thousand | 
Men Were Engaged in Harvest | 
Work This Year | 

| 


One of the problems which Wes 
tern Canada has to face every year is 
the securing of an adequate upply ot 
labor to handle the harvesting and 
threshing of its big crops. This pro- 
blem, indeed, is always present in 
any country that has a big agricul- 
tural production; in the cas* of Wes- 
tern Canada, it is enhanced by the 
comparative sparsity of population 
and the long distance from industrial 
districts which can be expected tc 
ofter a surplus of labor. Harvest ‘a- 
bor is always vitally necessary, bu 
it presents many difficultics to the 
economist, in that, although well 
paid, it is temporary in its nature 
and entails the moving of men from 
one section of the country to another 
to the disarrangement of industry. 

In Western Canada the present dif- 
ficulties are increased by the war. A 
very large number of Western Can- 
ada’s small population have enlisted 
for service with the Canadian forces 
in Europe, and at the present time 
there is, generally speaking, no sur- 
plus of labor for the ordinary chan- 
nels of industry, to say nothing of 
the abnormal demands of harvest 
time. The situation, however, has to 
scme extent been met by the action 
of the Canadian Militia Department, 
who have released all such men who 
are still in training in the westerr 
military camps and who desire to en- 
gage in harvest work, for . pcriod 
generally one month, 

_ Large numbers of harvesters have 
in former years been obtained fror 
Eastern Canada; but industry there 


anticipated that so large a supply 
cquld be rolied upon. Nevertheless, 
and in spite of this, nearly 20,000 men 
were actually obtained from the East. 
The Pacific Coast province of British 
Columbia also furnished over 3,000, 
agriculture not being the exclusive 


industry of that province, Another 
source of supply was the United 
States, 


The actual number of men engaged 
in harvest work this year was be- 
tween forty and fifty ~ thousand.
